resignation. The board unanimously approved Ms. Bird's 
appointment. 

Under Old Business, Chairman Laboa took up the 
Gerard Lorusso matter from last week's meeting. Select- 
man Morse once again recused himself from the meeting 
at this point. 

Last week, developer Gerard Lorusso came before 
the board, unannounced, to express concerns over the 
actions of Town Counsel Daniel C. Perry in his attempt to 
develop the so-called Striar property. The matter is 
currently before the Planning Board, and Mr. Lorusso felt 
Mr. Perry was not acting in good faith and unfairly 
prejudicing the Planning Board's decision-making pro- 
cess. 

''After last Monday's meeting with Mr. Lorusso, 
Mr. Huntoon and I met with (Town Counsel) Daniel 
Perry," Chairman Laboa said. "It was his suggestion (to 
make) a motion to refer the issue to the Planning Board to 
address the complaint from Mr. Lorusso." 

With that. Chairman Laboa read a formal motion, 
as drafted by Mr. Perry, to refer Mr. Lorusso's "expression 
of concern" over his actions, along with a copy of last 
week's meeting minutes, to the Planning Board for 
"whatever action the board deems appropriate." 

Selectman Nunes, however, questioned if this 
would give the Planning Board the false assumption that 
they could remove Mr. Perry as legal counsel on the 
project if need be. "I'm not in agreement to give the 
Planning Board the authority to remove (Mr.) Perry," he 
said. 

"The only person that can remove Town Counsel 
is the Board of Selectmen," Chairman Laboa said. 

"I don't want the Planning Board to be under the 
impression that they can remove (Mr. Perry)," Selectman 
Nunes stressed. 

As such, the motion was reworded to simply refer

the matter to the Planning Board along with a forwarded 
copy of last week's Selectmen's meeting minutes, which 
was approved by the board. 

Several residents and members of the so-called 
Pierceville Neighborhood Association — a group which 
has vehemently opposed the Lorusso project — were 
present and wanted to express their concerns over Mr. 
Lorusso's complaint. 

"Frankly, the Planning Board is the elected board 
and primary authority in this case,'' said Dennis Santoro. 
"Mr. Lorusso may not like Town Counsel's opinions, but 
his job is to represent the town. Mr. Lorusso (came) to you 
at a meeting without being on the agenda ... in a case 
where you're telling us you're all about the process, with 
something this controversial, you really should have put 
him off for a week so everyone interested could have been 
involved." 

Chairman Laboa said that in keeping with the 
spirit of their "open meetings," he didn't want to deny or 
delay an opportunity for someone to lodge a complaint 
before the board.

"If someone is bringing a complaint against Town 
Counsel in this matter, they're actually bringing a com- 
plaint against the Planning Board/' Chairman Laboa said. 
'Tt was totally appropriate for him to bring those concerns 
before this board/' 

'T don't agree that because an applicant makes an 
allegation, that he's not getting a fair deal," Selectman 
Nunes said. "Mr. Lorusso is the person who has the most 
to lose. And, again, if it was the Planning Board coming 
before the Board of Selectmen saying they had concerns 
about Town Counsel ... that holds greater weight than an 
applicant who has (legal) counsel of his own." 

"It seems to (me) you're setting a precedent here 
where one elected board can interfere with the actions of 
another elected board," Mr. Santoro said. 

In a prepared statement which he later gave to the 
Board of Selectmen, Mr. Santoro was very critical of the 
Selectmen allowing Mr. Lorusso to come before them 
without giving due notice. 

"How does it further the process for the Select- 
men to hear the applicant without him being on the 
agenda and without any of the Planning Board or oppo- 
nents of the project there?" he wrote. "While Mr. Lorusso 
certainly has the right to come before the board, the board 
used questionable judgement in actually hearing him 
rather than adding him to the next scheduled meeting 
considering the controversy this project has created." 

Another resident questioned whether Mr. 
Lorusso's complaint was about the settlement agreement 
or Mr. Perry's conduct in the case. 

"It was a mixed complaint," Chairman Laboa 
said. "It was partially about the settlement agreement and 
partially about (Mr. Perry's) conduct." 

At 7:29 pm the board met with members of the 
Plumb Library Board of Trustees to discuss their pending 
repair and renovation project at the library. One of the key

portions of the ongoing project — which was approved 
and funded as part of a $50,000 article via last year's 
Town Meeting — will require the replacement of the 
library's windows with more modern vinyl, energy- 
efficient windows. 

However, the Rochester Historic District Commis- 
sion has yet to sign off on approving these window 
replacements. 

"At this point, I just need to know what we're 
going to do if we can't get the two boards to agree," asked 
Library Director Olivia Melo. 

"We received the application in February, and 
we've been having informal discussions hoping to move 
the application forward," said Susan Adams of the 
Rochester Historic District Commission, who was also 
present at the meeting. "But we couldn't make a decision 
until we (had) a hearing. At the hearing ... last Thursday, 
we didn't have all the material before us, so we asked for 
an extension. Our next meeting is April 27 and we hope 
we can come to some solution by then." 

The bone of contention seems to be the library's 
large front bay windows, which Ms. Adams characterized 
as "the main architectural feature of the library" and, as 
such, must be replaced with similar windows to maintain 
the historic district's rural character. 

"If we had voted (last week), we would have 
denied the application," Ms. Adams said. "Part of the 
problem with this process is ... we're just talking third

Wetlands Act Change 

Residents should be aware that the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection (DEP) has 
issued a revision to the Wetlands Protection Act that is 
effective as of March 1, 2005. A summary of the changes 
follow, complete details can be obtained at 
www.mass.gov/ dep/brp/ww/ regs.htm: 

• The potential for adverse impact to resource 
areas from work in the buffer zone increases with the 
extent of the work and the proximity to the resource area. 
To encourage development further from the resource area, 
DEP has established a simplified review process for those 
projects that will be no closer than 50 feet to an inland 
Bordering Vegetated Wetland boundary and meets certain 
other criteria. 

• Fees for Superceding Order of Conditions from 
DEP have been raised. 

• Additional guidance has been provided to 
strengthen Conservation Committee evaluations when 
presented with the loss of up to 5000 square feet of 
bordering vegetated wetlands.

Marion Library Grant 

Marion's Elizabeth Taber Library has been 
selected to receive a $20,000 state grant to plan a major 
expansion and improvements, but only if residents vote to 
match it at the April 25 Annual Town Meeting. 

As a result, the library trustees are campaigning 
to get as many voters as possible to show up. "We're 
canvassing the whole town by mail, button-holing friends 
and neighbors on the street, and trying for as much media 
attention as the library can get,'' said Robert Hlady, 
President of the Library Trustees. 

"We want everybody there — members, non- 
members, friends and the not-so-friendly," he said. "The 
Elizabeth Taber Library is a resource for everybody in 
town, and we want the planning process to pull in as 
many ideas as possible from as many sources as possible." 

The trustees have already produced a "building 
program," which is an assessment of needs and descrip- 
tion, in general, of what kind of facility will be required to 
fill those needs, Mr. Hlady said. It's available on the Town 
of Marion website, and at the circulation desk. 

Over the course of nearly four years now, a 
planning and building committee of the trustees has 
surveyed residents, librarians and teachers, conducted 
focus groups, and employed a professional library 
building consultant to produce the building program. It

was put together using guidelines that have been ap- 
proved by the Massachusetts Board of Library Commis- 
sioners. 

Based on a projected "build-out" population of 
8,500 for Marion, Mr. Hlady said, the building guidelines 
indicate that the town will need a library with about 
16,000 square feet of usable space. The current facility has 
only a little more than 4,200 square feet. 

"Throughout the early planning process," Mr. 
Hlady said, "we've aimed right for the middle of space 
guidelines. We're not out to build any palaces, but we 
don't want to do this on the cheap, either. In all likeli- 
hood, the library that we build this time around will serve 
the town indefinitely — unless the population somehow 
outgrows the limits imposed by current zoning." 

Exactly how to expand a small, 19th-century 
building into a much larger, up-to-date facility is a 
question bound to excite a certain amount of controversy, 
Mr. Hlady said. "And that's the way it should be," he 
added. 

The first use for the state grant and local matching 
funds will be to hire architects and engineers to study the 
comparative costs and benefits of various approaches to 
the expansion, Mr. Hlady said. "Basically, there are three 
ways to do an expansion on such a scale," he explained. 
"You can add on, you can demolish and rebuild, as 
Sippican School did, or you can put up a new facility at 
another location. Before we make any final decisions, we 
want reliable, professional advice." 

For instance, according to Mr. Hlady, no one 
knows whether the structure of the existing Elizabeth 
Taber Library is robust enough to support a large-scale 
expansion. No one knows how much it might cost to 
bring the old building's electrical system up to date. No 
one knows whether asbestos is lurking inside the existing 
walls. "Once we can answer some important, preliminary 
questions like these," he said, "we'll be in position to 
make informed decisions and move ahead with reason- 
able plans." 

"That's what the planning and design grant is all 
about — doing things the right way," Mr. Hlady said.

Out of Africa

Sahara. Starring Matthew McConaughey, Steve 
I -v- . Zahn, and Penelope Cruz. Directed by Breck Eisner. 
^--^ Running time: 124 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The sight of Steve Zahn, of all people, posing on the poster of a $130 
million adventure movie pleases me more than I can say. You might 
remember Zahn as the hapless stoner in Out of Sight, or any number of 
other quirky, harmless oars. He's the sidekick in Sahara, not the hero, but 
it's still a kick to see him running around being heroic (even if he keeps 
losing his hat) or handling firearms as if he's actually seen one before. 
The whole movie is a kick, actually. Along with last year's National 
Treasure, it may be the start of a promising new trend of family-friendly 
adventure flicks — popcorn movies that don't wallow in violence and 
degradation in order to secure their buzz. (Not that there's anything 
wrong with violence and degradation in the right hands, of course — Sin 
City is still there for us cheerful members of the Culture of Death.) 

Sahara is an adaptation of one of the five hundred or so Dirk Pitt 
novels by Clive Cussler, who has created a merry band of treasure 
hunters who operate outside the government, bankrolled by a fat- 
walleted retired admiral (played here by William H. Macy, a thick stogie 
forever bisecting his face). Matthew McConaughey plays Dirk, perhaps 
flouting the Paramount marketing division, who might've liked the ads 
to read ''Brad Pitt is Dirk Pitt. " McConaughey, who has seemed swamped 
and overly serious in large-scale films before (I tried and failed to locate 
his personality in U-571), ambles genially into this one with an un- 
troubled and almost hippie-like vibe, a useful and amusing angle on a 
hero with a military background. Dirk and his best buddy Al Giordino 
(Zahn) travel the globe in search of treasure, and, y'know, it's nice to 
think of Americans going overseas with an appetite for antiquities and 
not destruction. 

Dirk suspects that a Civil War ironclad ship may have wound up 
somewhere in West Africa. Don't even ask. Don't ask about most things 
in Sahara, including how a World Health Organization doctor (Penelope 
Cruz) gets involved, and how a plague she's researching may be 
connected to that old ship, and how nobody has found the ship when all 
you have to do to stumble across important clues is to kick a soccer ball 
into the right building. The movie has about as much to do with reality 
as Sin City does, though this film's brand of fun prospers in sunshine and 
warm air, and benefits from a well-selected playlist of classic 70s rock 
on the soundtrack. (McConaughey and Zahn are both veterans of 




Richard Linklater films, and every so often their exploits here, wedded 
to songs like "We're an American Band," helped me imagine what a big- 
budget desert adventure might look like in the hands of the director of 
Dazed and Confused.) 

This is the feature debut of Breck Eisner, whose father is Disney 
head Michael Eisner. Appropriately for someone who seems to have 
been named after a shampoo, the younger Eisner delivers a clean and 
bubbly piece of work, with the action set-pieces striving for laughs more 
often than tension. Penelope Cruz sometimes seems to be in another 
movie, a more serious one where she has to look at icky dead bodies and 
put on her sad face, but the boys in the film have their share of jostling 
fun. How Dirk and Al get out of being chained to the bed of a truck is 
amusingly ingenious, as is what they do with a plane wreck they find in 
the desert. McConaughey and Zahn have a laid-back, good-ol'-boy 
rapport that slides almost imperceptibly into tough professionalism. 
Sometimes you want heroes you can worry about, because it raises the 
stakes and the tension, and sometimes you want heroes you don't have 
to worry about because they have enough smarts and good humor to get 
througfi any situation. Dirk and Al are decidedly in the second category. 

Sahara is the kind of movie that ends with helicopters and giant 
mirrors and flying cannonballs, yet finds room for a subtle comeup- 
pance involving a glass of water. No one should be surprised that the 
heroes (and heroine) make it through to the end credits, if only because 
Paramount wants another franchise should Sahara's profitsjustify more 
movies. I have a quibble with the ending: We see a happily-ever-after 
scene of McConaughey and Cruz (now an item in real life) chilling out 
on a beach, but there's no Steve Zahn in sight. What did Al do with his 
share of the treasure? Did he buy more hats to replace the ones he lost? 
It seems a glaring omission. Regardless, I'm rooting for Sahara to do well 
and spawn sequels, just so we can see Steve Zahn on the posters.

A No. It is not necessary to have an implant for every tooth that is being replaced. The 

number of implants necessary to provide support depends upon the type of implants used 
and the type of teeth (removable vs. non-removable) that will be attached to the implants.
